San Francisco, December 30.—Mrs. Corde- 
lia Botkin was tonight found guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree for causing the death 
of Mrs. John P. Dunning, by sending a box 
of poisoned candy to her temporary home 
in Dover, Delaware. 

The condemned murderess will be spared 
the ignominious death on the gallows, how- 
ever, the jury that found her guilty im- 
posing only the penalty of life imprison- 
ment. 

The verdict was unexpected. An acquit- 
tal was confidently awaited by the defense, 
while the prosecution feared a disagree- 
ment. Rumors had been in circulation to 
the effect that several of the jurors strong- 
ly favored the defense and that their opin- 
ions were too firmly grounded to be capa- 
ble of change. 

Although the jury was 

hours, more than one of which was devoted 
to dinner, it is currently reported tonight 
that the verdict was the result of a com- 
promise. Considering the unexpectedness 
of the verdict, Mrs. Botkin kept | 
‘well in hand when her fate was announced. 
Not until the jury and most of the specta- 
tors had left the court room did she give 
evidence of collapse. Then she sank back 
half fainting, but speedily revived when 
given a glass of water. 

The jury retired at 5:55 p. m., but soon 
afterward was taken to dinner in charge 
of a deputy from the sheriff's office. Dur- 
ing the meal-hour no reference was made 
to the case by any of the men in whose 
hands lay the fate of Mrs. Botkin. 

On returning to the jury room the evi- 
dence was carefully gone over and pro- 
longed discussion followed. It is not known 
how many ballots were taken before a final 
agreement was reached. 

Jury Returns with Verdict. 

At 9 o’clock word was sent to Judge Car- 
roll Cook that the jury was prepared to 
make a report. Court was immediately 
convened and at 9:15 o'clock, just 
hours after the case had been placed in its 
hands, the jury stated, through its fore- 
man, that an agreement had been reached, 
the verdict being that Mrs. Botkin, ac- 
cused of killing Mrs. John P. Dunning, by 
means of poisoned candy sent through the 
mails, was guilty of murder in the first

imprisonment for life. 

While at no time during tke trial had 
Mrs. Botkin 


expressed herself as antic- 


ipating such a verdict, she received it with 


remarkable calmness, exhibiting no trace 
of emotion,. though she sat close to her 
Sister, Mrs. Roberts, and seemed to look 
to her for sympathy. After the jury had 
been polled in the usual manner, Judge 
Cook announced that sentence would be 
prenounced on Saturday, January 7th. He 
then remanded the prisoner to the custody 
of the sheriff, to be imprisoned in the 
county jail until called to pronounce sen- 
tence, when she will be removed to the 
penitentiary. 

When the courtroom was cleared, after 
Mrs. Botkin had announced to the deputy 
sheriff in a clear voice that she was ready 
to go with him to prison, occurred the only 
sensational incident of the evening. The 
condemned woman attempted to rise, when 
her highly strung nerves seemed to relax 
and suddenly she fell back into the arms 
of Mrs. Roberts. It was thought she had 
fainted, but in a moment a glass of water 
revived her and she resumed her usual ap- 
pearance, though the intense nervous strain 
was still apparent in the twitching of her 
facial muscles and the quick movement 
of her hands as her fingers drummed on the 
table. In a few minutes she apparently 
shook off all signs of excitement and qul- 
etly accompanied the deputy sheriff out of 
the courtroom. 

Late this evening District Attorney Hos- 
mer completed his argument and Judge 
Cook read his charge to the jury. 


Mrs. Botkin Severely Arraigned. 

The arguments closed with District At- 
torney Hosmer. He commenced his argu- 
ment with the incidents attending the ar- 
rival of the package of candy at the Dover 
postoffice. He condemned the defense for 
insinuating that the package might have 
been placed in-the mail bag by any one 
connected with the postoffice., He accused 
the attorneys of going behind the facts. 
He traced the package to the Pennington 
home and its delivery to unsuspecting Mrs. 
Dunning, and the passing of the bonbons 
to other guests, their sickness and the 
death of Mrs. Dunning ard her sister. Mr. 
Hosmer deftly pictured the grief of the 
parents and friends of the Pennington and 
Dunning families and concluded with a 
scathing attack upon the prisoner. He took 
up the analysis of the candy by Chemist 
Wolf, of Dover, Del., and Professor Price, 
of this city. He ridiculed the defense for 
its contentions that members of the police 
department of this city, or even the chem- 
ists themselves, might have inserted the 
poison to make out a case. He pointed out 
that Chemist Wolf had found lump arsenic 
and that Dr. Price had discovered the 
presence of powerful arsenic. 

Mr. Hosmer addressed the jury on the 
rights of witnesses. He contended that 
all witnesses were entitled to respect and 
credit until disproved, and none of the 
witnesses for the prosecution, he asserted, 
had been proved untruthful. The attorneys 
for the defense attacked all of the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution and introduced 
matters entirely irrelevant to the case in 
an attempt to besmirch and to belittle their 
testimony. He attacked Attorney Knight

WITH BETTER WAGES. 
General Wceod’s Threat To Bring Ne-: 
groes from Jamaica Causes Men 
To Return To Work. 


Santiago de Cuba, December 30.--The boon 
of employment at fair wages is seemingly 
“not appreciated by Cuban laborers. A few 
days ago the dock laborers struck for a 
raise of 55 cents a day. They were getting 
$1.25 a day, which is 25 cents more than 
they were getting under the Spaniards. 
Now they refuse to go to work under $1.80. 

General Wood told the ringleaders that 
if they did net instantly go to work he 
would import all the negro laborers from 
Jamaica that were required for government 
purposes. As a result several returned to 
work and enough were obtained to unload 
the Port Victor. : 

Twenty miles so far have been compieted 
of the road between Santiago and Holguin, 
a distance of about 130 miles. This road, 
when finished, will be of great value to the 
military department of the province, as 
well as of inestimable advantage to the 
country districts. | 

During the Spanish rule there had only 
been the semblance of a road, nothing 
but a mountain tract in many places, al- 
most impassable for men and horses. The 
making of this road means that a _ large 
body of troops can be massed at any point 
in about one-tenth the time it would for- 
merly have occupied. 

General Wood has ordered that in future 
four heavy wagons will be allowed on the 
public docks, whidh have juSt been put 
in excellent repair. Railroad iron has been 
laid to the extreme end of the docks and 
in future freight will be transferred from 
vessels into cans, which at present will 
unload down the road into wagons, but in 
the near future it is probable that the line 
will be extended all along the water front 
so that merchants in that vicinity will be 
able to get their goods trans-shipped direct 
from their cars to their warehouses. 


CABINET DISCUSSES CUBA. 


MILITARY GOVERNOR’S WORK IS 
THOUGHT TO BE TOO HEAVY. 


A Number of Bureaus Will Be Estab- 
lished with Responsible Head 
for Each. 


Washington, December 30.—The cabinet 
meeting today was not conrluded until 
nearly 2 o'clock, nearly the entire session 
being consumed in discussing matters in 
connection with the administration of the 
law in Cuba, 

It was pointed out that the collection of 
taxes and customs dues, the administra- 
tion of the laws relating to postal matters, 
and the courts and many important branch- 
es of the island would be a burden too 
heavy to be borne by the military governor, 
assisted onty by a small staff, all more or 
less inexperienced in such matters. 

Practically a new government had to be 
established, and it was aereed that the 
multitudinous affairs incident to such an 
undertaking could be successfully admin- 
istered only by the creation of several bu- 
reaus, at the head of which be placed men 
of wide experience in the particular work 
to which they would be assigned, all to be 
under the general direction of the military 
governor. These matters were gone over 
at some length, and: it is expected«that 
the several cabinet members will take up 
the details of the proposed plan at once, 
as far as. their respective departments are 
concerned, and submit their conclusions 
to the president at an early date, 

It is proposed to duplicate, in a small 
way, and as far as practicable the sys- 
tem now in force in the United States, the 
collection of customs and of taxes being 
directly responsible to the military gov- 
ernor, the Same as our secretary of the 
treasury, who is rharged with these func- 
tions, is to the president. It is proposed, 
too, to employ citizens of the island in ev- 
ery subordinate capacity, if this can be 
done without detriment to the service. This 
course, it is contended, wuoud promote a 
friendy feeing toward the United States 
and avoid the friction that necessarily 
would result from sending among them men 
who are strangers to their customs and 
traditions

“You have labored diligently to prevent 
foreign financiers from disregarding the 
rights of the American. pedarle, now you are 
called upon to use your influence to pre- 
vent the American people from disregard- 
ing the rights of others. Self-restraint is a 
difficult virtue to practice. Solomon says 
that ‘he who rules his own spirit is better 
than he that takech a city.’ The American 
people have shown that they can take a 
city; will they be able to restrain the spirit 
of conquest? 

Must Not Go Back Centuries. 

“It has been the boast of our nation that 
every right makes migiht. Shall we aban- 
don the motto of the republic and go back 
a century to the monarchiai motto, whicn 
asserts that might makes right? 

“Be not carried away by the excitement 
incident to war; it will soon subside. Our 
people will turn again to the paths of 
peace; justice will resume her reign. 

‘*‘Be steadfast in the faith of the fathers; 
your fight is for yourselves as well as 
your country. In the words of the d's- 
tinguished Georgian, Hill, ‘who saves his 
country saves himself.and all things saved 
da bless him. Who lets his country die lets 
al] things die, dies himself ignobly—and all 
things dying curse him.’ 

“Imperialism finds the inspiration in dol- 
lars, not in duty. It is not our duty to bur- 
den our people with increased taxes in or- 
der to give a few speculators an opportunity 
for exploitation; itis not ourduty to Ssacri- 
fice the best blood of our nation in tropical 
jungles in an atiempt to stifle the very 
Sentiments which thhave given vitality to 
American institutions. It is not our duty 
to deny the people of the Puilippines that 
for which our forefathers fought from 
3unker Hill to Yorktown.

ITALY WANTS EXPLANATION. 


CRUISER HAS BEEN ORDERED 10 
COLOMBIAN WATERS AGAiN. 


Insults Are Alleged To Have Been 
Offered European Country by 
South Americans. 


Colon, Colombia, December 30.—The local 
press, referring today to the report that 
the Italian second class cruiser Fieramosca, 
under command of Admiral de Brochettl, 
has been ordered to Colombian waters to 
demand satisfaction for alleged recent in- 
sults offered to Itallan naval officers, says 
that Colombia ‘“‘should act with dignity, 
prudence and forbearance, so as to attract 
Uhe attention of the mations of the world 
to the repeated display of might versus 
right.”’ 

The insults of which the Italian govern- 
ment is said to complain grew directly out 
of the Cerruti affair. Last summer 
the Italian squadron went to Colombian 
waters to enforce President Cleveland's 
award, it made a diversion into Venezue- 
lan waters and the Venezuelan government 
eonferred certain honors decorations 
upon the officers of the Several 
Colombian deputies, upon whom the Ven- 
ezuclan government had bestowed the same 
decorations, returned them to Venezuela 
With the statement that they considered it 
a disgrace to wear decorations which had 
been bestowed upon Italians. The Italian 
Government called upon the Colombian gov- 
ernment to disavow the act of the deputies, 
but the Colombian executive declined. It 
was announced a few nights ago from 
Rome that the Fieramosca would be sent tu 
demand an explanation.

All Details of Evacuation Cere- 
monies Are Completed, 


CUBANS WILL TAKE NO PART 


Americans and Spaniards Will Come To- 
pether at the Palace, 


BOTH FLAGS WILL BE SALUTED 


Exercises Will Begin at 10 O’Clock 
Sunday Morning and Will Be Com- 
pleted by Noon Hour with 
All Ease—Programme a 
Short One. 


Havana, December 30.—The details of the 
evacuation ceremonies on Sunday next have 
been completed. 

At ll a. m. the American commissioners, 
Generals Wade, Clous and Butler with their 
staffs, will leave the Trocha hotel at Ve- 
dado for the palace on horseback and in 
full uniform, but Without a cavalry escort. 
They will arrive at the reception rooms of 
the palace at 11:45, where they will meet 
Generals Brooke, Lee and Ludlow anda their 
staffs. 

At 10 o’clock the United States troops will 
occupy the plaza in front of the captain 
general’s palace and the adjacent street, 
the Spanish soldiers withdrawing and pro- 
ceeding to the transports awaiting tliem. 

Captain General Castellanos and the mem- 
bers of his staff will remain in the captain 
general's apartments. 

Early in the morning detai@ of United 
States troops will enter Morro castle and 
Cabanas fortress, the Spanish troops there- 
upon withdrawing to the transports with 
the exception of a detachment of artillery- 
men, who will remain behind to fire a salute 
to the American flag.

Immediately foHowing the boom of the 
American salute to the red and golden 
flag of Spain, the Spanish officer will lower 
the flag and Major Butler will raise ine 
stars and stripes, the Spanish guns salut- 
ing. The latter salute will carry its spe- 
cial significance to the brilliant company 
inside the palace and Captain General Cas- 
tellanos, in a few words, will transfer the 
government to General Wade, of the Unil- 
ed States military commission, who, after 
replying to the captain general, will trans- 
fer the government to Major General 
Brooke, military governor of Cuba. 

As soon as these Ceremonies are over 
Captain General] Castellanos will leave the 
palace, escorted by the United States 
troops, proceeding across the plaza to the 
steamer Rabal, upon which he will em- 
bark for Matanzas.

Council Declares the Race Is Be-

THEY WANT SOME REDRESS 


Calls on government To Reduce Gur 
Representation in Congress,

Long Address to the People Is Issued 
by Afro-American Council, Now 
Holding Session at National 
Capital—Will Call on 
the President. 


‘ Washington, December 30.—There was 
complete harmony in the Metropolitan Bap- 
tist church today when Bishop Walter call- 
ed to order the second day’s session of the 
Afro-American council. There was no evi- 
dence of the intense feeling apparent last 
night. The audience sang ‘‘Neuaf&er My God 
To Thee,’’ and Dr. Johnson led in prayer. 

The fraternal feeling manifested at the 
opening did not last long, and the council 
at once began to wrangle and indulge in 
acrimonious debate over a question of or- 
der, Disorder reigned for two hours, until 
finally Bishop Walter rendered his deci- 
This in turn was not satisfactory. 
There was an appeal and another period of 
excitement and confusion. The chairman 
Was sustained. 

Delegate Marsh, of Massachusetts, sought 
to have a definite time fixed for the recep- 
tion and discussion of the public address 
to be reported by the executive committee, 
declaring that the paper was unmanly, was 
prepared by office holders and that no self- 
respecting black man would vote for its 
adoption. 

In the excitement following these re- 
marks an adjournment was moved and 
carried and the programme provided for the 
morning session failed to be carried out. 

The principal business at the night ses- 
sion was the adoption of a long address 
to the American peeple. It congratulates 
the council that the negro race everywhere 
has grown stronger and stronger in all the 
of Christian morality, of thrift 
and intelligence. 

South Is Not Complimented. 

Considerable attention is devoted to the 
present conditions of the negroes in the 
south, and the address says that since 1868 
there has been a steady and persistent de- 
termination to eliminate them in the poli- 
tics in those states. - 

“We are not opposed,’’ says the address, 
‘‘to legitiate restriction of the suffrage, but 
we insist that restrictions shall apply alike 
to all citizens of all states. We are willing 
to accept an educational or property quali- 
fication or both. We insist that neither of 
these was intended or is conceived by tthe 
new constitutions of Missi ssippi, South 
Carolina and Louisiana.’ 

The address calls on congress to reduce 
the representation of those states in that 
body. 

The address says the increase of mob and 
lynch law has become a source of reproach 
at home and abroad and regrets that the 
president saw fit to treat with silence this 
vital matter in his recent message to con- 
gress. It speaks of the separate car laws 
as unjust and oppressive, and urges that 
the graduated passenger rate prevailing in 
North Carolina be substituted ‘‘for the in- 
famous system now in force in most of the 
other southern states.’ In the interest of 
humanity it requests that the penal institu- 
tions of the south be reformed. 

Wants an Equal Division. 

The suggestion is made that a part of the 
public domain of the south be devoted to 
the maintenance of schools of higher learn- 
ing and industrial training, and for a more 
effective maintenance of the public school 
system of those states for each race, share 
and share alike. The opinion is expressed 
that a more genera] distribution of the ne- 
groes throughout the states of the union 
and the new territories of the republic in 
order to rescue the congested population of 
the southern states would do much to sim- 
plify the race problem, but ‘‘we have no 
sympathy whatever with the schemes of 
those who wish to have the,race leave the 
United States for foreign countries.’’ 

A committee was appointed with Bishop 
Walter chairman to present the address to 
the president.

as the sense of smell could detect. It is 
impossible to Keep fresh beef so long un- 
tainted in the sun in that climate without 
the use of deleterious preservatives, such 
as borie acid, salicylic acid or nitrate of 
potash injected into it in quantities likely 
to be ‘hurtful to the health of the con- 
sumer, 

“At Ponce, Porto Rico, much of the beef 
[ examined arriving on the transports from 
the United States wus also of the same 
character, being apparently preserved by 
injected chemicals to aid in the cold stor. 
age. 

“Where efficient cold storage is {mpossi- 
ble, transporting beef alive ts the method 
that should receive the fullest ‘considera- 
tion by the government, as being 
for the health of the consumer. When de- 
tailed to take charge of the transport Pana- 
ma, for conveying convalescents to the 
United States, I obtained 2.0 pounde of 
fresh from the commissary at Ponce, 
Tt iooked well, but had an odor similar ta 
that of a dead human hody after Leing 
injected with nypreservatives, and tasted 
when first cooked like decomposed horfe 
acid, while after standing a dav for further 
inspection in became bitter, nauseous 
and unpalatable as to be quite impossible 
for use.

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ROMERO MEXICO’S | 
AMBASSADOR, DIES 


Representative of President ia 
Passes Away in Washington 


PASSED LIFETIME IN. SERVICE 


In Polnt of Work He Was the Oldest 
Member of Diplomatic Camps, 


HE WAS. UNIVERSALLY ESTEEMED 


Operation for Appendicitis Was Di- 
rectly Responsible for the Am- 
bassador’s Death—Arrange- 
ments for the Funeral 
Announced. 


Washington, Decémber 30.—Senor Don 
Matias Romaro, the Mexican ambassador 
to the United ‘States, died at the embassy 
here at 4:10 o’clock this morning. On 
Wednesday last an operation for appendi- 
citis was performed pon the ambassador, 
and’ although the operation was entirely 
successful, the resulting shock proved 
greater than he could bear. Up to 1:30 
o’clock this morning, however, it was 
thought that he was in a fair way to re- 
cover, but at that time a high fever set 
in andgse sank rapidly until his death. 

About his bedside were his sister, Mrs. 
Garcia, and his aunt, the secretaries and 
other attaches of the embassy, his physi- 
cians and ex-Secretary and Mrs. John W. 
Foster. 

The death of Mrs. Romero, which oc- 
curred some mionths ago, was a great shock 
to the ambassador, and on his return from 
Mexico, whither he had taken her remains 
for interment, his friends remarked that he | 
was greatly broken and showed unmistak- 
able signs of failing health. While in Mex- 
ico at that time Mr. Romero was stricken 
with fever, and although he was soon able 
to return to the United States, he never 
fully regained his health. 

The funeral will take place at St. Mat- 
thew’s Catholic church Sunday afternoon | 
at 1 o'clock, when a requiem low mass | 
will be celebrated. The body will be placed ! 
temporarily in a vault in Mount Olivet 
cemetery to await the ability of Mrs. Gar- 
cia to return to Mexico. She is now ill 
ard probably will not be able to make the 
journey for some weeks.

At the cabinet meeting today it was 
agreed that the president and all members 
of his cabinet should attend the funeral 
services Sunday afternoon, and that United 
States Minister Powell Clayton, at the City 
of Mexico, should be instructed by tele- 
graph to convey to the president of Mexico 
a message of sympathy and = condolence 
from the president and people of the United 
States over the death of Senor Romerv. 

Many telegrams of condolence have been 
received at the embassy, most of them com- 
ing from Mexico. 

The ambassador’s nephew, Jose Romero, 
is now on hig way from Mexico, having 
been summoned when the ambassador was 
first stricken, and although it is not ex- 
pected that he can reach here in time for 
the funeral, in all probability he will take 
charge of the remains when taken to Mex- 
ico some time in the neat future. At the 
special request of the president and other 
high officials of the government they were 
kept constantly advised of Senor Romero's 
condition, and immediately upon his death 
this morning telegrams announcing the fact 
were sent. 

An Eminent Statesman. 

Senor Romero was one of the most em!i- 
nent statesmen, writers and diplomats of 
Mexico. He was born in the city of Oaxaca 
February 24, 1837. He received his first ed- 
ucation in his native place and finished 
it at the capital of the republic, where he 
received his diploma as a iawyer. In 1850 
he first eutered the foreign office, although 
still pursuing his legal studies. In 180i, 
when President Comonfort made his coup 
d’etat, forcing President Juarez to leave 
the capital, Senor Romero accompanied him 
to Vera Cruz, where he continued in the 
service of the department of foreign rela- 
tions. In December, 1859, he came to Wash- 
ington as first secretary of the Mexican 
legation and remained here in that capacity 
until August, 1860, when in the absence 
of the minister he became charge Q’affaires. 
He returned to Mexico in 1863 to take part 
in the war against the French and was 
appointed colonel by the president. General 
Jortirio Diaz tien appointed him as his 
chief of staff. Soon after that President 
Juarez accredited him as envoy extraodi- 
nary and minister plenipotentiary to Wash- 
ington. He remained at hig post from Oc- 
tober, 1863, until January, 1868, having ren- 
dered most important services to his coun- 
try. 

On his return to Mexico he was appointed 


i cli:

secretary of the treasury, but was obliged 
on account of ill heaith to give up that 
office in 1872. For three years he remained 
in Soconusco devoting himself to agricul- 
tural pursuits, and from 1877 to 1878 was 
again secretary of the treasury. In 1880 
he served as postmaster general. In March, 
1882, he came back to Washington as envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
and has remained in that capacity ever 
Since, with an interruption of only ten 
months in 1892, when, for the third time, 
he was called to serve a® secretary of the 
treasury. 
An Efficient Diplomat. 

As representative of his cOuntry in the 
United States, Senor Romero has shown 
himself a most efficient and able diplomat. 
His efforts have been most successful in 
strengthening the friendly ties between the 
two nations, and with this object in view 


he has written a great deal, his productions _ 


always receiving the highest enconiums 
from the press of the United States and 
other countries. Senor Romero was a mem- 
ber of the jinternational American confer- 
ence and in that body served with great 
distinction, having been one of its two vice 
presidents. As representative of Mexico in 
the conference, he yoted for the establish- 
ment of the bureau of the American repub- 
lics and ever since its organization has 
shewn an active and zealous interest in its 
progress. He was a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the Lureau when that 
body was first organized, and on every oc- 
casion has lent jhis valuable aid to the 
work of the International Union of Ameri- 
can Republics. 

Senor Romero had seen his native coun- 
try steadily rise from a nation of revolu- 
tions and disorder to an honorable posi- 
tion among nations as a progressive, stabie 
and prosperous republic. In much of this 
he had hada share. He kept in touch with 
affairs throughout Mexico's domains and, 
recognizing the fact that it was of vital im- 
portance to the nation-that its resources 
an@ credit should not suffer because of 
fear on the part of capital and industry 
that they would be unssfe in the undevel- 
oped republic, he investigated with pains- 
taking care each published account of dis- 
order or violence and then saw that, where 
untrue, denials of the publications were 
furnished to the press. Every old news- 
paper man in Washington became familiar 
with this unvarying practice of the late 
ambassador through the receipt of clippings 
of alleged outrages and summaries of the 
official report made thereon to the am- 
bassador. : 

He Married a Washington Lady. 

Senor Romero married a Washington wo- 
man many years ago and their home on 
I street, off Franklin park, was a social 
center and the scene each season of bril- 
liant society functions. A large part of the 
resident as well as official society always 
attended these affairs. Madame Romero 
died not long ago. She and her husband 
enjoyed the friendship and confidence of 
the leaders in national events immediately 


‘succeeding the war. 


The intimacy between Senor Romero and 
General Grant was especially close.- He 
also was on intimate terms with President 
Lincoln and Secretary Seward. In 1866, 
when he returned to Mexico, he was sent 
by Secretary Seward, as a mark of dis- 
tinction, in a United States government 
vessel. 

The legation was by a concurrent ar- 
rangement of the two governments within 
the last month raised to the grade of an 
embassy and next Tuesday had been fixed 
upon as the day when Senor Romero was 
to present his credentials to President Mc- 
Kinley as ambassador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary. Besides ‘his diplomatic du- 


ties, he was a frequent contributor to the. 


magazine literature of this country, mainly 
confining his labors to articles relative to 
Mexico. During the last few months the 
first volume of a valuable work from his 
pen appeared, entitled ‘‘Mexico and the 
United States,’’ being a study of subjects 
effecting their political, commercial and gso- 
cial relations. — 

Senor Romero probably was the best 
known member of the diplomatic corps in 


Washington and was for some time its 
dean. When Great rBitain raised her mis- 
sion to an embassy, the added rank placed 
Pauncefote, the British am- 
bassador, at the head of the corps, though 
a junior in years of service to Senor Ro- 
mero, who was raised only recently from 
the rank of minister to that of ambassador, 
Mexico taking advantage of an act of con- 
gress providing that the president should 
have power to raise our foreign ministers 
to the rank of ambassadors whenever a for- 
eign government should raise the rank of 
its accredited represenative. Great Britain, 
Italy, Germany, Francé and Russia set the 
example, which Mexico followed in order to 
honor the diplomat who had. represented 
her so ably at Washington for more than 
twenty vears in all, and had served her 
faithfully and well in other capacities at 
home. 


CRITTENDEN KNEW ROMERO. 


Missourian Declares the Mexican Was 
a Great Statesmaf. - 

Kansas City, Mo., December 30.—Ex-Gov- 
ernor T. T. Crittenden, who was Unjted 
States consul genera] to Mexico from 1893 
to 1897, stated today that he had Known 
Ambassador Romero for several years, both 
in the City of Mexico and at Washington. 

“There is current belief,’’ said Governor 
Crittenden, ‘‘that it was Senor Romero who 
killed General Verastequi in a. duel in 189. 
This is absolutely false, as I was in Mexico 
at the time and know al! the circumstances 
of that occurrence. The Romero who fought 
the duel was an army officer and not the 
Romero who died today. 

“Tl always found Atbassador Romero a 
man of unquestioned sincerity, honesty and 
ability and with as much simplicity in ad- 
dress and bearing as any man of proml- 
nence whom I have ever been in contact. I 
much doubt if ever a foreign representative 
at Washington more thoroughly understood 
our government, state and national], and cour 
system of legislation. : 

“Ambassador Romero has recently pub- 
lished a book on Mexico, which I think will 
be a standard work on that country for 
many years to come. It giwes the history 
of Mexico, with all its changes and revolue 
tions, its decreased and increasing trade 
with various nations. 

“Romero was notably one of the most 
liberal men in views and pyrse that ever 
lived in Mexico or represented that country 
abroad. He was as modest and unpreten- 
tious as a man of his acquirements should 
have been. yet he was bold and fearless in 
his views. He will be greatly missed by 
Mexico and the foreign legations at Wash- 
ington.”’

Public Schools of Macon To Resume 
Next Monday. 


ATTENDANCE LARGEST EVER KNOWN 


Mercer College Expects Many New Stu- 
dents—Solsiers Around Macon Are 
Suffering with the Grip. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., December 30.—The suit which was 
filed by the citizens of Macon against the 
Southern railway over a year ago will be 
brought before Judge Speer at the present 
session of the United States court and will 
be fought hard by the citizens. Tine suit 
has been pending in the courts for over a 
year, and so far nothing has been done. 
Judge John P. Ross was appointed special 
master in the case some time ago by Judge 
Speer-and he will begin in a few days to 
take testimony in the case, and as soon as 
his report is made it is very probable that 
something will be done In the case. 

It will be remembered that the suit was 
filed by a large number of citizens of 
Macon some time ago, and that it has been 
pending ever since. The Dunlap Hardware 
Company, which was one of the leading 
principals in the suit, filed a petition yes- 
terday asking that they be allowed to 
withdraw. This action, however, does not 
affect other parties and they are deter- 
mined to push things to the end. The case 
will attract a large amount of attention, 
as it is one of the first of its kind on 
record, 


Schools Open Again. 

The public schools of the city and county 
will open again Monday, after a week’s 
holiday. The past term was one of the 
most successful in the history of the 
schools and Superintendent Abbott said 
this morning that jhe was well pleased with 
the records made. Nearly all of the classes 
completed the work assigned to them and 
will take up other studies next week. 

The attendance during the past year was 
larger than at any other time, and owing 
to that fact there will not be very much 
room for the admission of new pupils Mon- 
day. Nearly all of the schools are full 
and in several instances have room for no 
more pupils. Admission cards -will be is- 
sued tomorrow and it is expected that 
there will be a great rush for them. 

Mercer will open Tuesday with brighter 
prospects than ever before. President Pol- 
lock said last night that he was expect- 
ing fully fifty new students to enter, and 
that he was satisfied that a large majority 
of the old ones would return. Mercer has 
gained a world-wide reputation recently 
and students aré flocking here from all 
parts of the country, 

Wesleyan will also open again on Tues- 
day. President Roberts has made a great 
success of his first term and his work is 
highly spoken of by the board of trustees. 
He says that he is expecting a large num- 
ber of new pupils to return, and that he 
was sure that nearly all of the old stu- 
dents would return. The attendance dur- 
ing the past term was larger than in some 
years and the prespects for the coming 
term were never brigihter. The pupils have 
already begun to arrive and they will con- 
tinue to arrive until séveral weeks after the 
session - has opened.

TWO SOLDIERS BLOW OUT THE 
GAS AND RETIRE. 


One Is Found Dead in the Roo:®. and 
and the Other in a Very Criti- 
cal Condition.

Savannah, Ga., December 30.—(Special.)— 
Corporal Marshall Williams, company F, 
Ninth Illinois regiment, is dead at Coroner 
Goattes’s establishment here, ‘while his 
comrade and companion, Corporal James 
Newman, of the same company, is at the 
Savannah hospital in a critical condition. 

At 3 o'clock this morning the men called 
at Dora West’s house. on Oglethorpe ave- 
nue. They had been on provost duty in the 
“tenderloin district” and Stated that they 
had been out of camp longer than they 
were allowed and asked fora place to sleep. 
The women in the house say that both men 
were drinking, and that they were given 
permission to remain all night. The men 
went in the room given them, closed the 
door and nothing more was thought of them 
by the inmates of the house. 

Shortly before noon today one of the oc- 
cupants of the house smelled gas escaping. 
The young woman gave the alarm and an 
investigation was made. No one responded 
to a Knock on the door and it was broken 
open. A large volume of gas burst out of 
the room and almost suffocated the inmates 
of the house. 

On examination, it was found that Cor- 
poral Williams was dead and that Corporal 
Newman was ina precarious condition. The 
latter was removed to the yard in the fresh 
air and the windows of the room were 
thrown open to allow the gas to escape. 
The police ambulance was summoned and 
Newman was sent to the Savannah hospital 
for treatment.

TO LOCATECRAVES 


UF CONFEDERATES 


Important Order Said- To Have 
Been Sent Governors, 


RESULT OF JUBILEE ADDRESS 


Department Asks for Location of Geor- 
gia's Confederate Cemeteries, 


GOVERNOR HAS NOT SEEN REQUEST 


Appears That President Has Begun 
Preparations for a Practical Ap- 
plication of Sentiments Ex- 
pressed in His Now Fa- 
mous Address. 


President McKinley, it appears, has begun 
preparations for a practical application of 
the sentiments expressed in his now famous 
address before the Georgia legislature dur- 
ing his recent visit to Atlanta. 

A request is said to have been sent to the 
governors of the various states asking them 
to inform the war records office of the loca- 
tion of the various cemeteries in which con- 
federate soldiers are buried. This the 
first step in the development of the idea of 
placing the confederate graves under the 
care of the national government. 

A communication seeking to ascertain the 
location of the confederate cemeteries in 
Georgia has been received by Assistant Ad- 
jutant General Obear. The request comes 
from General Marcus W. Wright, agent of 
the war records office. 

The request has not yet been placed in the 
hands of Governor Candler, but when pre- 
sented to him it will be acted upon at an 
early date and the department will be given 
information concerning the grave of every 
confederate soidier who is buried in Geor- 
gia. 

From the communication which was fre- 
ceived by Colonel Obear it appears that a 
similar. request has been sent to the gover- 
nor of each southern state. 

When President ‘McKinley spoke before 
the Georgia legislature two weeks ago re- 
specting the making of the care of the 
graves of the confederates a national 
charge the sentiment was applauded to the 
echo, and this applause followed him 
throughout his tour of the south, Not only 
in the south was his expression approved, 
but from every section of the country came 
words of commendation for the president’s 
fraternizing words. : 

The order which was received by the as- 
sistant adjutant general comes as evidence 
of the fact that the president was earnest 
in his utterances and that the day when the 
national government will care for confed- 
erate graves is not far distant. 

It appears that the president, as soon @s 
he returned to the national capital from 
his triumphal tour of the south,, began 
preparations for a practical application of 
the sentiments so happily expressed. It 
seems that the order sent to Georgia has 
been sent to all the southern states, and as 
a result, the department will soon be fa- 
miliar with the location of every confed- 
erate cemetery in the country. 

Governor Candler, when asked about the 
order, stated that it had not been handed 
him by the assistant adjutant general and 
he had no knowledge of the fact that it had 
been received. 

“It is my intention,’’ said Governor Can- 
dier, ‘‘to issue a circular letter in the course 
of the next few days to the ordinaries of 
the various unties requesting them to 
send to this office information concerning 
the men who left the various counties to 
enter the confederate army and the loca- 
tion of the graves of those who are buried 
in the different counties. I am doing this 
as a result of a resolution passed by the 
legislature directing that such information 
be obtained by the department. If such a 
letter as méntioned has come from Wash- 
ington I will probably see it in the morn- 
ing.’’ 

The information Governor Candler will 
receive from the ordinaries’of the different 
counties is identical with that which is 
said to be desired at Washington, and when 
it has been received a duplicate of it will, 
in all probability, be forwarded to the war 
records office,

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Esterhazy at Rotterdara. 


London, December 30.—A Paris dispatch 
to The Standard says a telegram from Rot- 
terdam announces. that Count Esterhazy 
has been staying there since December 19th. 
His departure for America is regarded as 
imminent. 
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“The Issue or the Thing.”’ 

Under this headline, The Danville, 
Va., Register of December 23d, prints 
the following remarks: 

If Mr. Clark Howell, editor of The Atlan- 
ta Constitution, be a prophet—in which role 
he appeared in the press dispatches of yes- 
terday—we are far from satisfied with the 
wiscerm of the democratic senators, under 
the influence of Mr. Bryau, who have de- 
cided to vote for the ratification of the 
treaty with Spain and then to fight expan- 
810n by deciarations of imtentions. The 
philosophy of such a course is simply this: 
Jt us do the thing first and then reiy on 
undoing it atterwards. In u word, it does 
seem to us that Mr. Bryan and the demo- 
cratic senators are thinking a little too 
much about imperialism as a future issue 
rather than as an approaching fact. We 
believe that the democratic position will 
make it a ‘‘winning tssue’’ for the demo- 
crats before the people. But we prefer to 
have impcrialism thwarted and trustrated 
to having it adopted anu meting out pun- 
ishment to the republican party for having 
adopted it. It may be that Mr. Bryan sees 
that a little taste ot cvlontal system will 
suffice to turn the stomachs of some of the 
people who now clamor for it. And we 
doubt not that this is so. But we do not 
desire to enjoy or live on the regrets of some 
people who may perpetuate this particular 
iniquity; we want the evil prevented. We 
a9 not desire to make party capital, we 
Want to make sure that the country ls not 
£Cing to be hurt. 

‘The question of ratifying the treaty con- 
tains the real issue, and while Mr. Bryan 
may think that he is framing an issue, we 
think ‘he is simply deferring the presenta- 
tion of the issue to a moere convenient Sses- 
pson--in some aspects ot convenience—and 
running the risk of being “everlastingly 
too late,”’ 

We do not think Mr. Bryan’s sincerity 
is doubtful, but it does seem that he is 
thinking of the new policy too much as # 
political issue 

Our friend seems to be making a dif- 
ficulty where none exists. ‘We cannot 
got rid of the Philippine question by de- 

‘feating the treaty. Such a course would 
simply carry us back to war with Spain 
and we should have on our hands all 
those questions that scem tobe settled, 
as well as others, still more tormenting, 
growing out of a lack of unity which 
would be emphasized before the eyes 
of the whole world by a rejection of the 
treaty. 

Such a rejection, as we have said on 
former occasions, would not relieve us 
of any of the responsibilities which prov- 
idence has thrust upon us in the Philip- 
pines. These responsibilities were as- 
sumed when Dewey, following the for- 
tunes of war, entered Manila bay and 
destroyed the Spanish squadron. The 
proposed democratic policy does not 
say “Let us do the thing first and then 
rely on undoing it afterwards.” It is 
simply based upon the realization that, 
so far as the Philippines are concerned, 
the thing has been done, and that it 
cannot be undone by a simple rejection 
of the treaty. So much ought to be clear 
to every thoughtful man. Reject tle 
treaty, and We should have Spain on our 
hands again, as well as the Philippine 
islands, to say nothing of various inter- 
national complications that are not un- 
likely to arise as the result of our own 
lack of harmony. Ratify it, and Spain 
is eliminated; moreover, the Philippine 
question becomes easier of adjustment. 

The democrats cannot afford to re- 
gard the treaty with the eyes of parti- 
sans. ‘The whole question as it now 
stands is above party. ‘When the real 
settlement comes to be made the dem- 
ocrats will have their traditions to de- 
pend on and their principles to appeal 
to; but, as all must see, ratification of 
the treaty does not run counter to dem- 
ocratic doctrine at any point. Would 
any genuine democrat favor the restora- 
tion of Spain’s sovereignty in the Phil- 

ippines? The answer to this question 
covers the whole case. Spanish rule 
in the islands has been destroyed, and 
we could not restore it without shedding 
the blood of an innocent people. 

We admit that the situation is not 
without its embarrassments, but these 
must be faced at least for the present. 
To defeat the treaty would be to rush 
into the arms of new and dangerous 
complications more embarrassing than 
tose that already exist. 

We can ratify the treaty and then go 
before the people with the whole demo- 
cratic doctrine, as well as the party, 
clean and intact. We can do with the 
Philippines what we have promised to 


do for Cuba.

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Death Unmasks Cupid. 

The people of the snug little city ef 
Newark, N. J., are discussing with gus- 
to and amazement a recent occurrence 
in the municipality which goes to prove 
that it sometimes takes death to unmask 
Cupid. 

Two old maids, by the name of Cald- 
well, had long been one of the most 
prized possessions of Newark, and the 
old inhabitants proudly pointed them 
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| out to the younger generation as an ex- 
ample of how unmarried women 
could prosper to a egreen old age. 
To be sure, an-—old friend of the 
family, Major Van Houten, a civil 
war veteran with one leg and a record 
for gallantry, maintained his abode in 
their residence, but the Newarkians 
looked on him as a brother, and sup- 
posed both the old maids took this view 
of the case. 

But a few days ago Julia, who was 
eighty years old, died, having confided 
to her horrified sister Mary the fact 
that she had been married to the major 
for ten years. Just how the couple 
managed to conceal it even from Mary, 
much less the gossips of Newar?®, is a 
problem which will never be solved to 
the satisfaction of everyone. 

But, saddest to relate, the peglegged 
bridegroom didn’t make a cent through 
his clandestine marriage. His wife 
died a week before her sister Mary, who 
bequeathed all of the property to an- 
other sister who had acted the square 
thing by marrying openly, and not giv- 
ing her relatives a cruel shock by living 
in the house with her husband and sis- 
ter for ten years without revealing the 
fact that Cupid and a disabled soldier 
had made an impression on her suscepti- 
ble old heart. 
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“The Foul Bird.”’ 

No more truthful saying was ever 
crystallized in language than that “it is 
a dirty bird which fouls its own nest.” 

The privilege of criticism and even 
of censure is one which is freely ac- 
knowledged, but even to these actions 
there are limitations, certainly of truth, 
if sentiment did not exist. 

For instance, in a late number of The 
Augusta Tribune appears the following 
paragraph: 

The mill operatives of Atlanta live in huts 
with wide cracks in the floors and holes in 
the top for rain and snow to beat in, and 
a branch runs under their houses. Their 
sick are unattended and their dead lie un- 
buried for days. All this while the mills 


are at work. 

This whole matter might be briefly 
disposed of by denouncing it as false in 
statement and in intention, a slander 
not only upon the city of Atlanta, but 
upon the state of Georgia, of which the 
city of Atlanta is but a component part. 
The attempt to besmirch a whole com- 
munity because of some occasional lapse 
or error of ignorance, sufpasses any 
attempt at denunciatfon. 

Georgia has poor people within her 
limits, to whom the earning of sub- 
sistence is a difficult task. Her busi- 
ness institutions, to the utmost extent 
of their ability, employ and pay these 
people, and look after their personal 
interests. In the cotton mills situated 
within the Atlanta district, there are 
hundreds of operatives, many of them, 
indeed, getting low wages, but compar- 
ing favorably with those paid elsewhere. 
‘They are making an honest living; they 
are housed and fed and clothed as well, 
if not better, than laborers of their class 
in any other part of the world. Among 
them the humanities are as well ob- 
served as it is possible for them to be. 
Their employers are high-minded, kind- 
hearted gentlemen, to whom an act of 
cruelty would be reign and distasteful. 

Any statement which would impute a 
low grade of living, a want of sanitary 
care, or a brutal disregard of the hour 
of death, is so unutterably false that it 
is difficult to find words with which to 
describe it. 

If The Augusta Tribune, instead of re- 
peatinge falsehoods of this character for 
the purpose of stirring up strife and bit- 
terness in its own community, would 
only enter into the work of cultivating 
good feeling and restoring good relation- 
ship between employer and employee, the 
mill operatives of Aumusta, who have 
been thrown outof work, and therefore 
out of bread to eat, would be given an 
opportunity to earn their living and to 
experience some of the comfort which 
the Atlanta operatives have. In the 
friction which occasionally comes up be- 
tween employer and employee, the part 
of wisdom is not that which leads to 
strife, to idleness and to starvation, but 
it is rather in bringing the parties to- 
gether and restoring the harmony which 
should exist—a task for which The Tri- 
bune is evidently unfitted. 
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The State Militia. 


Governor Bloxham, of Florida, has 
called a national convention of those 
interested in the organization of the 
state militia service to meet in Tampa 
on the 8th day of February, 1899. The 
call for the convention-is not only time- 
ly but fortunate. 

In discussing the proposed reorgani- 
zation of the regular army, the country 
seems to be about to lose sight of the 
state militia. This would be to upset 
the whole policy of democratic govern- 
ment. From the time of its organization, 
the republic, instead of depending en- 
tirely on a standing army, has jargely 
placed its dependence on the state mili- 
tia, which, when mobilized, constitutes 
the real army of the republic. A stand- 
ing army of extraordinary and unneces- 
sarily large proportions is now, always 
has been and always will be obnoxious 
to our people. It is opposed to every 
policy, design and ambition of the gov- 
ernment, and the party that insists on 
a regular army larger than circum- 
stances seem to demand is sure to go to 
the wall. ‘Nobody should object to a 
regular army of reasonable propor- 
tions, nor to an increase in the size of 
the present regular army, provided such 
increase is kept within reasonable 
bounds. 

What has happened and is likely to 
happen in France might, with a very 
little nursing, happen here. There the 
army has already become more impor- 
tant than the republic, more important 
than the liberties of the people. The 
“honor of the army” is the watchword; 
and recently, when it was discovered 
that members of the general staff were 
engaged in treasonable practices, having 
sacrificed Dreyfus because Esterhazy 
had been discovered in the act of selling 
information to the military agent of 
Germany—informatfon which he could 
only have gathered from members of 
the military staff—all the newspapers 
were given the cue to shield the army. 
In France, at this moment. the “honor 
of.the army” is the dishonor of the na- 
tion; and thereis nothing more probable 
than that, as one of the remote results 
of the Dreyfus case, and the monkey- 
like performances of the French nation, 
a military dictatorship will be set up in 
that unfortunate country. 

We are not afraid of such a thing in 
this republic, but it would not be wise 
to place temptation at any man’s door. 

There is nothing easigr than for -the 
government to provide itself witha 
military reserve better than the best 
by placing itself in close touch with the 
militia of every state in the union. This 


force should be so organized as to be 


| able to respond promptly to any and 


every emergent call. What is easier 
than for congress to take action in the 
matter—to pass a law saying, in effect, 
to every state, “organize your state mi- 
litia on a fixed basis in proportion to 
population, and under certain well-de- 
fined and uniform regulations to be 
arranged by the war department?” 

East state should have full control of 
its own militia organization, but in 
consideration of the state’s recognition 
of a uniform federal system, the gen- 
eral government should furnish arms, 
equipments and uniforms, and, if nec- 
essary, make a resasonable allowance 
for an annual encampment. 

The benefits of a militia system at 
once general and uniform can hardly be 
overestimated. It should be put in op- 
eration under the regulations that now 
prevail in the war department, and all 
who desire to enlist in the state militia 
should be put to the same tests that are 
now required for volunteers. 

Under a system of this kind, this 
country could, in the event of war, mo- 
bilize a million men on a week’s no- 
tice or even in less time than that. It 
should be understood that when a man 
enlists in the state militia he does so 
for business and not for any holiday 
parade or display. 

.The state and national military re- 
sérve, organized on this basis, would 
give to this country a system of domes- 
tic defense equal to or better than the 
standing army of any nation on earth. 
It would permit those who make up the 
rank and file of the reserve to continue 
their daily pursuits, and the cost of 
maintenance would simply be the cost of 
equipment. There would be little or 
no increased taxation on that score, 
and the whole system would be based 
on the institutions which give this re- 
public its power and dignity. 

When war with Spain was declared, 
the fact at once became apparent that 
the existing militia systems of the states 
amounted to nothing as they stood. 
What had been done was undone the 
moment the emergenéy arose. In one 
or two.states the national guard seemed 
to be on a substantial basis, but when 
the war department applied its rigid 
tests, the national guard resolved itself 
into companies of men seeking enlist- 
ment in the regular army. 

In Georgia the legislature made large 
annual appropriationg to increase the 
efficiency of the state militia, but when 
volunteers were called for, the state mi- 
litia organization was ignored. Under 
the circumstances, the legislature re- 
fused to make the usual appropriation 
for the maintenance of the state mili- 
tia. 

‘We trust ‘the convention called by 
Governor Bloxham will be well attended, 
and that it will result in action by con- 
gress which will give the states an op- 
portunity to organize a uniform system 
of militia. This igs a great deal more 
important than any proposition to in- 
crease the regular army. ‘The volun- 
teer organizations are the life and 
strength of the republic. 


Death of Ambassador Romero. 

The death of Ambassador Romero, 
which took place yesterday, is an inter- 
national calamity. 

In the building up of a stable and 
efficient republic in Mexico, the United 
States had an abiding interest. For 
all time to come the republic of Mexico 
will be, with the United States, the joint 
possessor of this immense continent. For 
years the feeling between the two re- 
publics was one of growing enmity, 
which would in time have led to wars 
and retaliations disastrous to both. 
With the advent of Porfirio Diaz into 
power in the southern republic, there 
was brought about a change out of 
which harmony grew up between the 
two republics. The Mexican president 
recognized the truth that the welfare 
of the two republics was so bound up 
together that it became the part of pa- 
triotism to promote good feeling and 
amity. The result of this policy is the 
present splendid harmony which exists, 
so that while the two nations are in- 
dependent of each other, the Rio Grande 
fs no more of a barrier to our free in- 
tercourse than is the Mississippi or the 
Brazos. 

This great achievement of statesman- 
ship could never have been made by 
President Diaz if 1t had not been for 
the able and zealous co-operation of Ma- 
tias Romero, the Mexican minister to 
Washington. Gifted as Minister Rome- 
ro was with a knowledge of our peo- 
ple as well as of his own, he was able 
at all times to compose differences and 
to suggest compromises until such time 
as passion passed away and reason could 
play its part.

Can Such Things Be? 

Several letters have recently been re- 
ceived in Nebraska from soldiers sta- 
tioned in Nebraska regiments at Manila 
which give rise to suspicions of a most 
peculiar and disgraceful variety of foul 
play. 

The letters in question all came ina 
separate package, and were found to 
have been carefully opened, en route 
from Manila, and resealed. The pack- 
age bore an indorsement from the post- 
master at San Francisco with the re- 
quest that the envelopes be returned 
to him, supposedly for the purpose of 
tracing the parties responsible for the 
opening of the letters. On first con- 
sideration, almost anyone would arrive 
at the conclusion that the letters had 
been tampered with for the purpose of 
robbery. 

But when they were opened by the 
rightful owners it was discovered that 
portions of the sheets had been cut out 
and abstracted, and the text read in- 
coherently. Eliminating all other pos- 
sible hypotheses, only one plausible one 
remains—that the letters were altered 
so as to remove expressions of dissatis- 
faction with life in the Philippines and 
asking that influence be exerted to send 
the disaffected men home. ‘As to the 
responsibility for the crime, if such ex- 
ists, this is an entirely different matter 
and opens up a wide avenue of specula- 
tion. Several parties might be inter- 
ested in keeping the troops where they 
now are, and readers are left to pick the 
most possible solution for themselves, 

At the same time, it is a matter of 
regret and condemnation that such 
things should exist in the army or gov- 
ernment of a nation noted always for its 
fairness and utmost personal liberty.

A Captain Defends His Men. 

Editor Constitution—In the columns of 
your paper have appeared the most un- 
favorable references to the Third North 
Carolina regiment. Your representative 
here must be in ignorance of the facts. 

If an enlisted man of the Third North 
Carolina regiment commits a petty or cap- 
ital crime in the city it is published that 
the Third North Carolina regiment did it. 
If your representative will visit the camp 
of the Third North Carolina regiment he 
will then be able to write about our glis- 
cipline. With a regimental canteen, we did 
not havea votes drunken soldier in camp 
during our Christmas holidays. Our usual 
number of prisoners are from eight to ten. 
Our sentences keep the men of this regi- 
ment inside the guard lines with unloaded 
£uns. Any one doubting the good be- 
havior of this regiment is invited to call 
and see for himself. We have 1,130 enlisted 
men in this regiment. Is it reasonable to 
expect all of them to be angels when out 
from under the officers? Why should the 
powerful, with pen in hand and press to 
circulate, form an unfavorable opinion of 
this regiment without an examination and 
publish disreputable things about its offi- 
cers? 

In an editorial published in The Knox- 
ville Daily Sentinel, speaking of the Third 
North Carolina regiment, among other 
things it said: ‘The eonduct of. the men of 
the Thiraé North Carolina regiment since 
its stay in Knoxville is proof that colored 
men are capable of officering an organiza- 
tion of its kind, and the white people are 
proud to know that in the south such color- 
ed men are to be found.’’ This issue was 
under date of November 9, 1898.

That Texas Railway Case. 

Evtitos Constitution—In your paper of 
the 2ith instant you publjished a local 
article on “A Leading 
Railway Law, which 1 
fay a few things” about. 
thirty-three years in Texas end was a rail- 
road director in that state. Besides, in con- 
nection with six other gentlemen, I bailt 
and cperated a railroad in that state and I 
ought to be posted on the subject. First 
allow me to say that all of the railroads 
in Texas built prio to 1889 were given six- 
teen sections of land to the mile by the 
State with the privilege of locating this 
land in alternate sections in any part of 
the state. Many of them were loaned $5,000 
to the mile perpetually or as long as they 
paid the interest thereon to the state. Most 
of the railroads in Texas, or at least a 
large number of them did not cost their 
present owners $5,000 to the mile, because, in 
plain words, they stole them. I will give 
you but one case, which is a sample of 
dozens of others. There was a certain man 
who built a trunk line through a certain 
part of the state, crossing and ¢onnecting 
with many other lines. He would not re- 
ceive freight from these lines and in the 
course of time their owners were obliged 
to lease thm to him in sheer desperation. 
He then operated them until he had worn 
them out and virtually ‘‘wrecked’’ them. 
Then he had them put into the hands of re- 
Cceivers whom he could manage and pro- 
ceeded to use their earnings to repair and 
build them up again, putting on new cars 
and’ engines. Eventually when everything 
was in good shape he induced the court to 
sell them to the higthest bidders and then 
he bought them at something like $7,700 to 
the mile..Thereupon he issued stock to his 
relatives or confederates at the fate of 
$25,000 to the mile. Then he went into Wall 
street. and sold bonds to the amount of 
$60,000 to the mile and put the money deep 
down into his pocket. Now he asks the peo- 
ple of Texas to allow him to tax them to 
the amount of 6 per cent on $85,000 to the 
mile when in fact the property cost him but 
$3,700 to the mile. Because the railroad com- 
mission of the state refuses to allow him to 
do it he claims that the commission wants 
to confiscate his property. 

In 1894 Judge McCormick enjoined 
railroad commission and managed to keep 
this case in:court about two vears, but 
finally the supreme court of the United 
States sat down on him. In the meantime 
the railroads of the state had spent about 
two years confiscating the property of the 
oe of Texas and now they wil] doubt- 
ess have about two years more of the same 
thing. To illustrate how the railroads have 
been confiscating the property of the people 
of Texas: Huntington takes a carload of 
wool from San Francisco through Texas ta 
New York at 60 cents per hundred pounds, 
while he makes the people of Texas pay 
him 75 cents per ‘hundred pounds to trans- 
gh wool 150 miles in the state, and what 
Ss more, the railroads charge more to carry 
freight than the ox wagons did befere the 
roads were built. Then there was $5 per 
capita in circulation among them while 
there is now only $1, due to the fact that 
the money which was formerly left at home 
now goes to New York to pay interest and 
dividends on watered stocks and bonds.

The that if a 
properly dravn one is prepared, the people 
will ratify it at the polls. Some democratic 
leaders favor the voting by the lectslature 
for constitutional amendments. This will 
require un three-fifths vote and then the 
people must ratify. Others favor a econsti- 
tutional convention, and desire the revision 
to be complete. The last constitutional con- 
vention was in 1875, 

There is no doubt that so far as the demo- 
cratic committee is concerned a ma- 
jority members favor the Louisan 
method of regulating the negro vote.

Even the populist state 
chairman admitted to your correspondent, 
within four days after the election, that the 
White people of the state will not submit 
to anythine short of disfranchisement; that 
this was what their vote meant. 

At one time, after the election, Demo- 
cratic State Chairman Simmons had an idea 
that a rush prepared election law would 
answer the purpose. He told me so, in fact. 
He found later on that the regulation of 
the franchise was the thing desired. He is 
a fine politician, a thinker and is quick to 
grasp a situation. He was asked today to 
give his opinion, but said he wanted a little 
time, as matters were of grave importance 
and became more and more so daily, as the 
time for the assembling of the legislature 
draws nigh. 

It is certain that there will never be any 
more negro office-holding by negroes in 
North Carolina. Negro office-holders ruined 
the republican party this year. The repub- 
licans know it. When they could, they 
tried to put the negro in the background 
or rather to induce him to retire there. In 
counties where the had the strength he re- 
fused to retire. Craven county, for exam- 
ple, is an instance in point, 

The negro who will represent the lower 
house from Craven will make democratic 
votes, and so will George H. White, the ne- 
gro congressman. Of White, the white re- 
publicans are deathly sick and say so, and 
one of the state committee says he wants 
the democrats to break up the district so 
as to forever put an end to White. This 
giving of federal positions to negroes is 
another thing which has hurt the republi- 
can party in the state. One of these federal 
office-holders is John C. Dancy, one of the 
leading negroes in the state. He hastened 
away from Wilmington on a steamer four 
days after the election, having during that 
period been locked in his house there. His 
wife went with him. It is said -he will not 
be allowed to return, because she partici- 
pated in a church meeting at Wilmington, 
in which the infamous editorial of the negro 
Manly was indorsed. Dancy is afraid to re- 
turn. Such was the statement made by a 
negro republican official at Raleigh. 

The legislature will enact, by an over- 
whelming majority, a law requiring the 
railways to provide separat@ cars or com- 
partments for whites and negroes, The dem- 
ocratic state committee warmly favors this. 

To sum it all up, in the words of a rural 
democrat of great common sense and di- 
rectness of speech: “The negro must know 
his place in North Carolina and keep it. 
His place is neither in office nor in politics.’’

He 
Was accompanied by Mr. John Tye, coun- 
se] for the Western and Atlantic. The city 
Was represented by Judge James A. Ander- 
60on. Mr. Joseph M. Brown was present as 
one who is interested in property near the 
Present station. 

Chairman L. N. Trammell and Commis- 
sioners T. C. Crenshaw and Spencer At- 
kinson were present. Chairman Trammell 
stated that he hoped the roads could report 
progress, but they could not. Mr. Harman 
said that they had engaged Mr. Bradford 
L.. Gilbert, of New York, to come-here and 
Study the situation and suggest plans for 
a new station. Mr. Gilbert made the trip 
and understanding that all he was to do 
was to tell the roads whether a suitable 
Station could be erected on the present site, 
said that he could solve the problem. That 
was all’ Mr. Gilbert would say that was 
definite, except that he wanted $4,500 before 
he would show his plans, and then $22,500 
if they were accepted and he built the sta- 
tion. 

Mr. Harman added that the roads had 
engaged Mr. Grant Wilkins to prepare 
p.ans, and that his engagements would 
prevent him taking up the matter -right 
@way. He would, want at least two months 
_for the work. Mr. Harman to!d how the 
irailway officials had wondered what Mr. 
Gilbert thad in his mind, but none of them 
had been able to solve it. They paid him 
$250 for coming here and telling them that 
he could build a station which would just 
‘sult them. Mr. Harman declared that the 
roads are thoroughly sincere in their pur- 
pose to give this city better station ac- 
commodédations. But jit is a grave matter, 
Involving the expenditure of a large sum of 
money, and all the companies interested 
want to go cautiously and not rush into 
some scheme which they had not well con- 
sidered. 

Mr. Wilkins said that he would be ab- 
sent from Atlanta for two or three weeks 
next month on business, and he could not 
promise to get up the data and prepare 
plans for a new station before March. 

Judge Anderson, speaking for the city, 
said that the felt eonfident that the roads 
were in earnest, and that the city was 
willing for an extension of time to be 
granted them. 

Under the circumstances, the commf{ssion 
directed that plans be submitted by March 
4th, announcing that no further delay 
would be allowed.

MAJOR C. H. HUDSON RETIRES. 


The Southern’s s Chief Engineer Leaves 
the Company. 

Major Charles H. Hudson, chief engineer 
of the Southern railway, retires from the 
company’s service today. The name of the 
probable successor has not been heard here, 
and it has been suggested that the position 
may be abolished, 

If the position is not filled, the division 
engineers will probably report to Mr. Gan- 
non, the third vice president. 

Major Hudson was born in Westminster, 
Mass. He graduated from the engineering 
school or Harvard University and entered 
the railway service as assistant engineer 
on surveys and later was GCivision emgineer 
on construction of various roads. In 1860 
he was employed in the general freight 
office of the Chicago, Burlington and Quin- 
cy, but was soon transferred to the en- 
gineering department. Subsequently he was 
with the Chicago and Great Eastern, and 
in 1867 and 1868 he was engineer in charge 
of the construction of tne bridge over the 
Mississippi river at Burlington, for the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy. 

From 1877 to 1881 he was superintendent of 
the Baltimore and Ohio's lines west of the 
Ohio river. From there he went to the 
Minneapolis and St. Louis as general man- 
ager. For two years he was superintendent

In 1888 he went to the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia as general manager, 
and he remained with that company until 
1895 when he was made chief engineer of 
the Southern railway.

‘The Alleged Befaulter Made the Ax Cut 
Both Ways in Business, 


MW. T, ASHFORD TELLS CF ALMAND 


| Detective Hewitt Will Arrive in Tu- 
dare, Cal., This Morning and Will 
Return to Atlanta at Once 
with His Prisoner in 
Charge. 


The announcement yesterday morning 
that S. LaFayette Almand is charged with 
‘absconding with thousands of dollars, cre- 
ated a sensation all over the state, as the 
‘young man is not only well known himself, 
but his family is one of the most influential 
and prosperous in the state. 

His friends believed he was doing a splen- 
did business and he was regarded as a con- 
servative business man. The charge that 
he had left with money belonging to other 
parties could hardly be credited by his 
friends and many of them took occasion to 
personally investigate before believing the 
story. 


Detective Hewitt, who left Atlanta Mon-" 


day to bring back the absconder, is expect- 
ed to arrive in Tulare, Cal., where Almand 
was apprehended, this morning, and he will 
return immediately, if possible, with his 
prisoner. Hewitt carried requisition papers 
with him from Governor Candler to the 
governor of California, and the detective 
is prepared to make a fight for his man, 
should this step be necessary. 
Ax Cut Both Ways. 

Mr. John Oliver, president of the Gate 
City Oil Company, was seen yesterday at- 
ternoon and made the following statement 
in regard to the transactions between his 
company and Almand: 

“IT have read in the papers that Almand’s 
brother says the entire shortage will not 
amount to more than $3,000, but I can figure 
up more than that amount. I expect the 
total shortage is about $10,000 or $12,000; it 
is impossible to tell at the present time 
what the exact amount is. So many rumors 
are afioat. ie 

“The Gate City Oi] Company has been 
renting its ginnery at Covington to Al- 
mand for some time—this makes the fourth 
year. It was at Covington that he did most 
of his fertilizer business. We have hever 
had a settlement with Almand since we 
began to do business with him. He was 
always a little behind and every year was 
more our debtor than before. 

“The Almand family, however, is very in- 
fluential and prosperous. They are good 
people and have the contidence of every 
one. For this reason we trusted young 
Almand. His father is known as ‘Honest 
John’ Almand and the old man could not 
believe that his son had done what is 
charged against him. 

“Some time ago | became suspicious of 
Almand and was on the point of investi- 
gating him when the disclosure came that 
he had absconded. 

“His methods were somewhat uvique; he 
made the ax cut both ways. He had us ad- 
Vance him money on trust receipts. We did 


this to help him out in order that he might : 


buy cotton seed. After obtaining this money 
he bought seed from the farmers, giving 
them checks on us for the amounts of 
their bills. He then shipped the seed to 
Conyers, where he sold it for cash. In 
this way he obtained money from us with 
which to purchase the seed,and money from 
the Conyers parties for the seed shipped 
them. He was obtaining money from two 
sources and was paying out nothing. That’s 
an easy and speedy way to get rich. 

“Aimand, I expect, owes the Gate City 
Oil Company about $1,380. I understand he 
owes nearly every merchant in Conyers and 
ma in Atlanta. I do not feel at liberty 
to give the names of the Atlanta firms.” 

Mr. W. T. Ashford Talks. 

Mr. W. T. Ashford, president of the Ken- 
nesaw Gluano Company, made the following 
statement yesterday in regard to the con- 
nection of his company with Almand: 

“Almand owes our company about $125. 
The papers have us as the prosecutors, but 
that is not exactly the case, When 


we join in the expense of bringing him 
back to this city for prosecution. They 
‘wanted us in it because ours is a clear 
case. We consented to do this and it was in 
this manner that the report was started 
that we are the principal losers. The 
amount due us by Almand is very small.”

FOR LABORATORY 


Judge Lumpkin Refases To Grant an Ia- 
junction Against State Chemist. 
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WILL NOT NAME RECEIVER 
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Decision Is a Lengthy One and Dis- 
cusses the Issue.

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WORD “‘REPLENISH’’ PLAYS A BIG PART 


The Meaning and Intent of the Word 
Used in Appropriation Act Gov- 
erns the Decision. 


| 


Judge Lumpkin refused to grant an in- 
junction or to appoint a receiver in the case 
of George F. Payne, against John M. Mc- 
Candless. The opinion in the case was 
handed down yesterday and is a lengthy 
one, covering thirteen pages of typewritten 
matter. It is probable that the case will 
be taken to the supreme court. 

The decision determines the ownership of 
the apparatus in the laboratory at the state 
capitol, and says that it belongs to the 
State. It gives the entire use of it to State 
Chemist McCandless. 

A short time ago Mr. McCandless was 
appointed to the position of state chemist, 
succeeding Dr. Payne, who held the posi- 
tion for about eight years. When Mr. 
Payne was ready to vacate the office he 
claimed title to the apparatus, saying that 
he had bought the property and that when 
he went into office he had placed a large 
quantity of material in the laboratory and 
he thought it was his property. 

McCandless claimed that the money used 
in the purchase of the materials was ap- 
propriated for that purpose by the state 
and that it was not the personal funds of 
D. Payne by which the apparatus was ob- 
tained. Dr. Payne brought the case into 
court and it was argued for two days be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin. 

Judge Lumpkin took the case under ad- 
visement and stated that the would deliver 
his decision in a short time. Judge Lump- 
kin, in his decision, goes thoroughly into 
the situation and discusses the statutes un- 
der which the general assembly appropriat- 
ed the $1,000 with which it is claimed the 
laboratory was purchased. 

The word “replenish’’ was used in the 
statute appropriating the money and the 
interpretation of this word had an import- 
ant bearing on the case. Judge Lumpkin 
discussed the meaning of the word thorough- 
ly. It was maintained by Dr. Payne that 
the word replenish meant to refill what had 
become empty by use. The other side held 
that replenish meant that it was not only 
to renew but to obtain, 

Under the construction of the word placed 
upon it by Dr. Payne, he held that the ap- 
propriation of $1,000 by the general assembly 
was to replenish the laboratory with chem- 
icals which were used in the work of the 
office. It was claimed by the state that toa 
replenish meant to buy new apparatus, as 
well as chemicals. Judge Iampkin said 
that he placed the latter construction upon 
the word. 

He said that the chemfsts had differed 
conscientiously and he believed in the an- 
alysis of fertilizers they would agree, but 
as this was a case of the analysis of statu- 
tes he thought it was reasonable for them 
to differ. 

He said that the Lord had instructed 
Adam and Eve to replenish the earth, but 
did not imply thereby that the earth had 
before that time been populated with chil- 
dren. The opinion was a very interesting 
one and covers the subject entirely.

Dairymen Ask the Railroad Commis- 
sion for Lower Charges.

Convicted of Disobeying Orders 
from His Superiors.

Private Jackson disobeyed orders from 
his Superiors in violation of the twénty- 
first article of war, and while the charge 
would probably have resulted in the death 
of the offender in times of war, the pun- 
ishment meted out in the case is unusually 
severe for the times of peace. 3

gard to the case of Private Jackson, of the 
Kighth volunteer ge 

3. Private Lewis ackson, company G, 
fighth United States volunteer infantry.

TRACTION MAKES RESPONSE 


Says Trust Companies and Consolidated 
Are In Collusion 


"PAYNE'S AFFIDAVIT. CAUSES. TALK 


Sieed @hat the Atlanta Railway 
Company Will Sell Out to Anoth- 
er Corporation—Interesting 
Affidavit from Ex-Pres- 
ident Hurt. 


The second day’s hearing in the franchise 
fight between the Consolidated and the At- 
lanta street railway companies before Judge 
Newman, in the United States court yester- 
day, developed several lively sensations. 
Warm charges were made by both sides 
and several new features developed that 
were entirely enexpected. 

Mr. Joel Hurt, ex-president of the Con- 
solidated, surprised everybody by stating 
in a sworn affidavit that the Consolidated 
would give transfers. The attorneys for the 
Consolidated charged that the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company was being used as a tool for 
another company, which is now planning 
to buy the Atlanta railway after its fran- 
chises and rights of way have been secured. 
The attorneys for the Atlanta Railway 
Company charged that the connection of 
the Mercantile Trust Company and the Old 
Colony Trust Company with the suit, was 
simply a collusion with the Consolidated, 
and that the whole scheme of going into 
court was merely for the purpose of erush- 
ing, if possible, the financial arrangements 
of the Atlanta company. 

Several more affidavits, introduced by 
both sides, were of greater interest than 
those introduced the first day of the hear- 
ing. In an affidavit, King & Spalding assert 
that the Atlanta Railway Company earns 
more money a mile for its track than does 
the Conolidated; that its bonded debt is 
ebout one-half that of the Consolidated, and 
that its rate of interest is only 5 per cent 
on all] of its bonded debt. All the evidence 
is in, and Judge Hammond, for the Old 
Colony Trust Company and the Mercantile 
Trust Company, opened the argument. Mr. 
King will speak this morning, followed by 
Colonel Goodwin, probably Colonel West- 
moreland, Mr. Spalding and Colonel Ham- 
mond in order named. All the arguments 
may be in today. It is hard to tell just 
when a decision will be rendered. 

Another Response Is Made. 

The first move in the case when court 
was convened yesterday morning was made 
by the Atlanta Railway Company, which 
introduced another response, alleging that 
the use of the Mitchell street 
tracks by the Atlanta Railway 
Company would not injure the bonds of 
the Consolidated, and that therefore the 
Old Colony Trust Company and the Mercan- 
tile Trust Company have no interest in the 
impending case. It was charged that the 
foregoing companies were enlisted by the 
Consolidated in order to secure the jurisdic, 
tion of the United States court. Respond- 
ents also asked that the Consolidated be 
made a complainant. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond then read an affi- 
davit from Judge W. R. Hammond, attor- 
ney for the Mercantile Trust, showing that 
the trust deed to secure the new bond issue 
of the. Consolidated was received by him 
from Baltimore December 27th, and taken 
to the clerk’s office and recorded Decem- 
ber 28th. The object was to show that the 
deed had been executed before Judge New- 
man issued the restraining order. 

Mr. King read the following affidavit from 
Mr. Forrest Adair, going to show that the 
charge that he would make an unfair ar- 
bitrator in the condemnation proceedings 
was untrue: 

Personally appeared Forrest Adair be- 
fore the subscribing officer and on oath 
That he has read paragraph 7 of the 
answer of the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street. Railway Company in the above 
entitled case, touching affiant’s disqualifi- 
cation as an assessor; that the statements 
therein contained—that said Forrest 
Adair is not fair and impartial toward 
said Atlanta Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company is untrue; that this affi- 
ant has no prejudice, bias or other senti- 


ment or feeling toward said defendant 
that would influence him to make an un-

defendant and the Atlanta Railway 
Company; that affiant’s mind is fair and 
impartial in said matter. 

Affiant says that he has been a coun- 
ty commissioner for four years, during 
which time many matters of considera- 
ble interest to said Consolidated have 
come before the county board, and that 
no compiaint or any intimation or sug- 
gestion of unfairness or partiality has 
ever been made concerning the action 
of affiant as such commissioner touching 
the said Consolidated, nor tas any 
ground ever existed for such. 

Affidavit from King & Spalding. 
Regarding the charge brought by the Con- 

solidated that a majority of the stock of 
the Atlanta Railway Cofhpany had been of- 
fered for sale to the Consolidated, King & 
Spalding, attorneys for the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company, presenting the following affi- 
davit: 

Personally before the undersigned 
came Alex C, King and Jack J. Spald- 
ing, who being duly sworn, on oath 
say: 

That they have been connected with 
the Atlanta Railway Company since its 
organization and are stockholders there- 
in; that in regard to the statements 
made in the answer of the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company as 
to an option held by it during August 
of last year, to purchase a majority of 
the stock of the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany, the facts thereof are known to 
these affiants, and are as follows: 

One thousand six hundred and twenty 
Shares out of 3,000 shares of stock of 
the Atlanta Railway Company were 
owned and controlled by a committee 
of three persons living dn the city of 
Baltimore. An option for the purchase 
thereof, together with a like amount 
of bonds, was secured by Joel Hurt, 
and not by the Consolidated as stated 
in its answer, from said three named 
parties, and after the same had been 
held for some time the said option was 
declined in August, 1898; that said three 
named persons being at said time de- 
sirous of disposing of their holdings in 
the Atlanta Railway Company, these 
deponents at their request undertook to 
dispose of the same for them, and pre- 
cured from gaid three named parties 
an option to purchase said stock; that 
deponents thereupon succeeded in inter- 
esting a very strong body of capitalists 
in the said purchase, not only of. these 
shares of stock,-but of almost the en- 
tire issue of stocks and bonds of the 
Atlanta Railway Company, deponents 
taking for themselves a very large share 
in said purchase and putting up a very 
large sum of money in making said pur- 
chase, being interested therein to the 
extent of and having expended sums of 
money therein amounting to upwards 
of $#,000; that one of the reasons in- 
ducing these deponents to go into the 
purchase of securities was the fact that 
persons connected with the Atlanta Con- 
solidated had held such option, and for 
the purpose of interesting persons in 
said Atlanta Railway Company who had 
that financial strength that they would 
be able to put up all money necessary, 
and also had that faith in the property 
that would make them desirous of re- 
taining their investment, and of not 
disposing of their interests therein. 

Deponents say that they are entirely 
familiar with the transactions of the 
sak] Atlanta Railway Company, both of 
its officers, directors and stockholders; 
that no action has ever been taken by 
said Atlanta Railway Company looking 
to a sale of its property; that no such 
proposition has ever come before or 
been voted upon at any. stockholders’ 
meeting, nor at any directors’ meeting, 
and that all charges to the effect that 
the Atlanta Railway Company has en- 
deavored to sell its said properties and 
franchises to the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company are untrue; 
that these deponents are among the 
largest present holders of the stocks 
and bonds of the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany; that the persons who formerly 
gave said option now no longer have 
any interest in the said stocks and 
bonds of the Atlanta Railway Company; 
that deponents’ associates in the owner- 
ship of stocks and bonds of the Atlanta 
Railway Company are persons of very 
large means, fully able to finanee and 
put through any undertaking which 
they see fit to undertake, and that neith- 
er the said stocks and bonds nor the 
property of the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany are for sale to the Atlanta Con- 
solidate@d Street Railway Company, nor 
is there, nor has there been since their 
option thereon was first obtained, any 
desire or offer or disposition on the part 
of the present owners of its securities 
to make any such sale, but that they 
have faith in the said property and de- 
sire to build it up as an independent 
system. : 

That while the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany is a smaller corporation than the 
Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company, that according to the publish- 
ed reports of said Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company, the Atlanta 
Railway Company earns more money 
per mile for tts track than does the 
Consolidated; its bonded debt per mile 
is about one-half that of the Consoli- 
dated; its rate of interest is only 5 per 
cent on all of its bonded debt. 

So far from the amount of damage 
Suits against it being large, the same 
are small, and a large part thereof are 
fully insured in the Travelers’ Insurance 
Company, who is defending the same, 
and wiil pay any verdict that may be 
rendered; that as to the alleged acci- 
dent from which it is stated many dam- 
age suits resulted, which are pending 
against said company, there is but one 
damage suit springing therefrom pend- 
ing against this company, and that this 
said company is defending; and this it 
could settle at an amount not extremely 
large, but which it thinks is more than 
the party can recover, and which it 
therefore declines to pay. That. said 
Atlanta Railway Company is perfectly 
solvent; promptly pays all of its debts, 
and is thoroughly able to pay any dam- 
ages which may be awarded against it 
in condemnation proceedings, and which 
under the law it would be required to 
pay or tender before it could proceed 
with the occupation of the property so 
condemned, 


Colonel Westmoreland presented affidavits 
from H. N. Hurt, superintendent of the 
Consolidated, and N. W. L. Brown, as- 
sistant superintendent for the Consolidated, 
who stated they were civil engineers and 
that in their opinion {t was practicable for 
the Atlanta Railway Company to use Madi-

son avenue as an approach to the Mitchell 


street viaduct instead of Mitchell street, 
Will Give Transfers. 

The next affidavit read was from Mr. Joel 
Hurt, ex-president of the Consolidated, who 
states that he is a civi] engineer by pro- 
fession. The most interesting part of his 
affidavit is relative to the giving of trans- 
fers, which is as follows:. 

“Deponent says that it is fhe 
plan of the Consolidated company 
to introduce other benefits when- 
ever the conditions shall war- 
rant, among them transfers at 
many of its intersecting points, 
but that transfers are of little or 
any advantage to the public when 
cars do not run at’ frequent inter- 
vals, and yet under such condi- 
tions they are of great disadvant- 
age to the company. The compa- 
ny has by conservative and wise 
management placed:itself in po- 
sition enabling it to largely in- 
crease its service within a short 
period by increasing the number 
of cars operated, thus reducing 
the headway between cars oper- 
ated on each line and thereby 
rendering it possible for the com- 
pany to establish more lines of 
travel by the introduction of 
transfers and other conveni- 
ences.’’ 

Mr. Hurt also stated that In his judg- 
ment as an engineer the Atlanta Railway 
Company could easily utilize Madison ave- 
nue as an approach to the viaduct. He 
stated the Consolidated had materially 
alded the growth of Atlanta by improving 
its street railway system, referring to how 
the old horse cars and dummies had been 
transformed into modern electric cars. He 
denied that the object of the organization 
of the Consolidated was to encourage mo- 
nopoly or prevent competition as charged 
by the Atlanta Railway Company, claiming 
that the real object was to give Atlanta a 
better service, hoping thereby to induce 
more people to ride. 

He claimed that if the Mitchell street 
tracks of the Consolidated were condemned 
it would result in great damage to that 
company and that it is better to have one 
complete system of street railroads in a 
city than various corporations. He said the 
Consolidated was attempting to build up a 
complete system in Atlanta, which would 
enable passengers, with a system of trans- 
fers, to reach.al) parts, of the city without 
trouble. He further claimed: that the citi- 
zens of (Atlanta should support the Con- 
solidated in its effort to build up its lines 
and that the Consolidated should be al- 
lowed to cross thé viaduct in preference to 
any other company because its lines led to 
nearly every part of the city. 

New Company To Be Formed? 

An affidavit was next read from Mr. J. 
Carroll Payne, vice president of the Con- 
Solidated, stating that an advertisement 
nad recently appeared in The Constitution 
giving notice of an application signed by J. 
J. Spalding and others for a charter for a 
new street railway company to use the 
tracks now in dispute on Mitchell street. 

‘Mr. King objected to this affidavit on the 
grounds that it had nothing to do with the 
presenaticase; Colone] Goodwin claimed the 
affidavit was relevant on the grounds that 
it looked as if the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany was attempting to secure franchises 
and rights of way for the benefit of another 
company. 

“It appears,’ said Mr. Spalding, ‘fas if a 
combined attempt is being made to injure 
the credit and financial arrangements of the 
Atlanta Railway Company. It is nothing 
more nor less than a premeditated scheme 
on the part of the Consolidated to break off 
our ‘Baltimore arrangements whereby we 
expect to make our extensions. If I were 
to use the same spirit manifested in Mr. 
Payne's affidavit I might charge that the 
Consolidated intends to use the surplus for 
its bond issue to crush out the Atlanta 
Railway and buy out the system. 

Colonel Goodwin reminded Mr, Spalding 
that he had grown sensitive very suddenly 
and referred to the attack made on the Con- 
solidated as to its illegal organization. 

Judge Newman said he would let the affi- 
davit be introduced and rule it out if he 
thought it was Irrelevant. 

Colonel Hammond Opens the Argument 

Colonel Hammond opened the argument 
shortly after noon. He began by reviewing 
the organization of the Consolidated, claim- 
ing that its ownership of the various lines 
constituting its system was not illega] as 
charged. He told how the Consolidated 
came into possession of its Mitchell street 
tracks and took the position that even if 
the company had been illegally organized 
the bondholders were innocent and deserved 
the protection of the court. , 

He stated the Mercantile Trust Company 
and the Qld Colony Trust Company had a 
perfect right to come inte the case in order 
to defend their interests. Colonel Ham- 
mond spoke over an hour and was given 
close attention by all his hearers. . 

It was stated in yesterday’s Constitution 
that Colonel Hammond was forced to go to 
Florida on account of illness and had had 
little time therefore to prepare his case. 
This was an error, as Colonel Hammond 
only stated he feared he would have to go 
to Florida, but did not. 


The case will be resumed at 10 o’clock this 


morning.

CNIUINED FROM 
USING ITS NEW CITY FRANCHISES 


T, P. Perkins Secured an Injunction from Judge Candler of the 
Superior Court Yesterday, 


TOBE NEW COMPANY HE SASY 


And That It Is To Enjoy the Franchirs 
Secured by Atlanta Railway 


PERKINS 15 OPPOSED T@ TRANSFERS 


Owns Ten Shares of Stock and Two 
Bonds in the Traction—Spalding 
Says He Is Not Surprised 
at Anything the Consol- 
idated May Do. 


Judge Candler yesterday granted an in- 
junction against the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany enjoining it from accepting any of 
the franchises recently granted by the ‘City 
to extend its lines over the new route; to 
stop the issuance of more stock or bonds, 
or the amendment of the charter in any 
way. 

The bill-in equity is brought in the name 
of T. P. Perkins. It alleges that J. J. 
Spalding, F. I. Stone, H. L. Wilson, E, P. 
King, T. A. Gramling, L. B. Nelson, Sam- 
uel Meyer, Jr., Jonn W. Zuber, R. J. Han- 
cock and H .S. Hollingsworth are adver- 
tising the amendment to the charter of the 
Atlanta Railway Company, and that the 
name used in the amendments is the Atlan- 
ta City Railway Company. 

Perkins alleges that he owns ten shares 
and two bonds of the Atlanta Railway 
Company and sets up that it is the object 
of the defendants to place the Atlanta City 
Railway Company in the place of the At- 
lanta Railway Company, and gays that the 
amendment further declares that it is the 
desire of the persons whose names are at- 
tached to advertisement for amendment to 
increase the capital stock of the company 
from $300,000 to $1,000,000 and issue bonds to 


the amount of $500,000. 

Perkins says that this will tend to make 
his stock and bonds of less value, and he 
is opposed to it. He alleges that the fran- 
chises which were obtained only recently 
from the city were not for the Atlanta 
Railway. Company, but for the Atlanta 
City Railway Company, although taken in 
the name of the former company. 

It is stated that the terms upon which the 
Atlanta Railway Companv accepted the 
franchises granted by tne city puts the 
company entirely in the hands of and under 
the control of the city, and that the stock- 
holders will not have any voice in the man- 
agement. 

It is alleged that the city will force the 
new company to grant transfers on all its 
lines, thus carrying a passenger on five dif- 
and that it is 
known that the company cannot carry pas- 
sengers more then three miles and get a 
profit from fhe fare. 
that the city will regulate the fare, the 
schedules and every detail of the operation 
of the lines, which obligations placed on 
the road will not work to the benefit of the 
stockholders. 

Perkins says that the stock and bonds of 
the new company will be held by foreign 
capitalists, and that now transmission of 
such property is going on, but that the 
names of the persons cannot be obtained. 

The bill contains the’ following charge: 

In their eagerness to obtain the new 

franchises the parties who have sought 
to procure them nominally in Uhe name 
of the present company but really for 
the new company, have made most ruin- 
ous sacrifices of the interests of the 
Atianta Railway Company. ‘They have 
agreed with the city of AUlanta and pro- 
pose to accept said franchises upon the 
conditions that they shall be regulated 
by the city government in the matters 
of transfers and of fares. It will be pos- 
sible under the proposed arrangement 
to grant as many as five transfers for 
one fare and to carry passengers a dis- 
tance for one fare which will involve 
a heavy expense and loss upon the cor- 
poration, The substantial, practical 
effect. of said new arrangement with 
the city of Atlanta is to transfer the 
management of the corporate interests 
from a duly constituted board of direc- 
tors of said corporation to the mayor 
ana city council with its varied per- 
sonnel. 

The plaintiff prays relief of the complaint 


as follows: 

That: the Atlanta Railway Company 
be made party defendant herein, and 
that process may issue to it in terms of 
the law. ' 

That said Atlanta Railway Company, 
with its officers and agents, ss enjoined 
from transferring, selling or leasing to 
the said company or to any one @élse any 
of the rights, powers, privileges, fran- 
chises or properties of the said Atlanta 
Railway Company, or from delivering 
possession of any of said properties to 
the new company or to any one in be- 
half of the new company. 

That the Atlanta Railway Company 
be enjoined from receiving from the new 
company or any of its officers or agents 
any money stock, either preferred or 
common, or bonds in transfer or sale of 
any property of the Atlanta Railway 
Company. . 

That said Atlanta Railway Company 
be enjoined from accepting any of the 
grant of the new franchises from the 
city of Atlanta or from building, con- 
structing or operating any of the lines 
on any of the streets mentioned above. 
Or from doing any other and al] acts 
looking toward an acceptance of ful-’ 
fillment of said franchises or from doing 
any act under or in accordance with 
said new franchises. 

That petitioner have such other and 
further relief as the court may deem fit 
and proper. 

Judge Candler heard the case yesterday 
morning, Judge Lumpkin being disqualified. 
He granted the restraining order and set 
a hearing for January 21st as the time for 
a hearing to decide whether he will make 
the injunction permanent. 

Mr. Spalding Talks. 
“The bill filed by Mr. Perkins is no gur- 


prise to me whatever,” said Mr. Jack J. 


Spalding, attorney for the Atlanta Rajlway | 


Company. “In fact, I dm not surprised at 
anything the Consolidated people will do. 
When the forty-five shares of stock were 
presented for transfer on the books of the 
company yesterday with the request that 
ten shares be put in the name of Captain 
T. J. Hightower, ten shares in the name 
of C. E. Rich, ten shares in the name of 
T. P. Perkins and fifteen in the name of 
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lt is further alleged : 


Darwin G, Jones, who presented the old 
Script for transfer, we knew that the par- 
ties were getting into position to try to 
complicate and ‘harass us in regard to the 
construction of the new lines. 

“It is a little remarkable that Mr. Per- 
kins should have been selected as the man 
to do this, as I am informed he is a mem- 
ber of the firm whcse stock and bonds we 
recently bought, and if he had such a high 
opinion of and felt so vitally interested in 
the company on his own account, it looks 
like he would not have remained silent 
while his firm owned so many thousands of 
dollars of stocks and bonds, and then turn 
around now and buy up’a small amount of 
stocks and bonds from somebody else and 
come in, as he claims, to save and protect 
the property. He and the Consolidated are 
the only people that I have heard up to 
date complaining about the clause in our 
franchise requiring the granting of trans- 
fers. It is a very remarkable coincidenee 
how identical his views on this subject are 
with those of Mr. Hurt. 

“It does not concern the pubjie partic- 
ularly about this litigation further than 
to say that we are here to stay, and that 
When the fight is all over and the litiga- 
tion ended we will be found right here on 


the ground operating our lines in competi- 


tion with the Consolidated. The Consoli- 
dated perhaps feels encouraged to attack us 
by its success in .the past in destroying 
competing Hnes and buying them up at 
cheap prices. If there is anybody bought 
out in this little difficulty that is now go- 
ing on it will be the Consolidated, and not 
the Atlanta railway.”’

‘Jrrading generaliy, 
possibly for the same reason, was within 
conservative lines and the scope of fluctua- 
tions for the entire session was only a mat- 
ter of 3 poinis, wits the market finally 
Steady at au net loss of 2@4 points. There 
Was very littie disposition to sell cotton, 
notwithstanding the fact that estimates 
pointed to large receipts for tomorrow.

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day last. The killing occurred Monday 
morning while the boys were celebrating 
Christmas in an old field, in West End. At 
the time a party of boys were gathered in 


the field shooting firecrackers and toy can-, 


non. Young Day had a pistol and it was 
with this weapon that:fhe shot the Fleury 
boy. At the time of the shooting it was be- 
lieved to be accidental. and it was not 
thought that warrants would be sworn out. 
A warrant was sworn out, however, by the 
father and the uncle of: the Fleury boy, 
charging young Day witth murder, and it 
was on that warrant.that he was given the 
preliminary hearing yesterday morning. 

The trial created great interest among the 
friends of the two boys, and Justice Orr's 
court room was crowded yesterday morning 
with witnesses and friends when the case 
was called. Attorneys Shepard Bryan and 
Harvey Hill appeared for the defendant, 
while Attorney 8S. E. Crane conducted the 
prosecution. 

Mrs. Louise Riley was the first witness 
introduced, and she testified that she gave 
Mike the pistol. It seems that he came to 
her and begged to let him have the pistol, 
saying that he wanted to celebrate and that 
he could not buy any firecrackers. The pis- 
tol belonged to her husband and Mrs. Riley 
innocently loaned it to the boy, so that he 
might have some fun with the other boys. 

The Victim’s Brother Talks. 

Harry Fleury, the brother of the dead 
boy, was the‘next witness and the one on 
whom the prosecution based their case. An 
effort was made to show by him that the 
shooting was not the result of an accident, 
and that Day shot his brother intentionally. 
His eviden® indicated that Day did the 
killing through culpable neglect, which re- 
sulted in his being held for involuntary 
manslaughter. In the first part of his tes- 
timony, young Fleury testified that young 
Day deliberately shot his brother, but on 
the cross-examination he stated that he 
did not know whether the shooting was in- 
tentional or the result of an accident. The 
testimony of Harry Fleury, after describ- 
ing how the boys were standing, was in 
substance as follows: 

‘‘After Mike had shot my brother, he said: 
‘I did not go to doit.’ A few minutes after 
the shooting Mike got over the back fence 
and went home. He thad been mistreating 
my brother for six months, kicking and 
slapping him. One night, when we were 
playing in the street under the electric 
light, he threw rocks at my brother. I do 
not know whether he intended to shoot him 
or not. He was swinging his arm about in 
the air and I thought he was going to fire 
the pistol in the air, but he stopped and 
said that he would save that cartridge, as 
it was the last one. About two minutes 
after that it went off and that was the shot 
that hit my brother.”’ 

After some further questioning, in which 
young Fleury stated that Day did not speak 
to ‘this brother after the shooting, he was 
taken from the stand and the witnesses for 
the defense introduced. 

The Other Witnesses. 

Clarence Howell was the first witness, and 
he told of the shooting in the following 
words: 


‘“*‘Mike was 
the aid and 
dead boy's nickname, 
ing back of him. It went off when 
I was not looking, and I heard Mike 
ask Dud if he was shot. Mike then said 
that he ought to be taken to some house, 
and asked to take him to his house. He 
staid until after Dud died and then went 
home and staid until the officer came and 
arrested him. I did not Know of any bad 
feeling between the boys, and Mike did not 
mistreat him that morning. Mike did not 
act like the shooting was intentional, and 
it looked as if it was an accident to me.’’ 


Young Joe Ray, sixteen years of age, was 
one of the party of boys and he told of the 
killing in a clear way. All attempts to 


the pistol in 
which was the 


“was stand- 


whirling 
Dud,” 
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mix him up on the cross-examination failed. 
He said: 

“When the shot hit Dud I thought Mike 
was going to shoot in the air. Dud was 
back of him and when the shot went off 
Mike asked if he was shot and then said: ‘I 
did not go to doit.’ At my suggestion Mike 
asked that Dud be taken to his house. The 
night that we were playing under the light 
I do not think that Mike was there, and we 
were all throwing rocks at the boys who 
would try to go home. The Fleury boys 
tried to go home and we tried to Keep them 
from it by rocking them. It was, all done 
in a spirit of fun.’’ 

Alfred Richardson, the boy who went for 
the doctor, testified that he was there when 
the killing was done, but that he did not 
see it. He had joined the boys a few mo- 
ments before that, and Mike had allowed 
him to fire the pisto] twice. He then told 
Mike that it was a dangerous thing and 
that he had better put it up. It was after 
that that Mike was whirling the pistol in the 
air and it went off. 

Three or four small boys, who were there, 
testified, but all of their testimony was 
about the same. None of them varied as 
to the position of the boys, and they all 
stated that Mike was twirling the pistol in 
the air and while in that act it went off 
and the shot hit Dud Fleury. All of them 
testified strongly that they thought it an 
accident, and that they did not know of any 
hard feeling between the boys. They all 
stated that they were playmates and would 
have known of any ill-treatment on the 
part of Mike toward the dead boy. 

Young Day’s Statement. 

Seldom has a more pathetic statement 
been heard on the stand than the one made 
by young Day, explaining in his simple way 
how the shooting occurred. Mike Day is 
only seventeen years old, and he does not 
appear that age. He is a cripple and walks 
with the aid of crutches. On his thin, pal- 
lid face the lines of hardship thave already 
wrought their work and his large brown 
eyes that should be bright with the spirit 
of youth are dimmed with tears and bodily 
and mental suffering. That the boy has 
suffered greatly over the killing he plainly 
shows in his face. In a voice trembling 
with emotion, he made the following simple 
statement: 

“I was’ swinging the pistol around, in- 
tending to shoot it in the air. He was back 
of me when it went off and 1 did not see 
him, It was all an accident, and 1 would 
give my life to bring him back,” 

With this he stopped and Attorney Bryan 
stated that he knew he was not allowed to 
ask him any questions, but that he would 
suggest to the judge that he ask the de- 
fendant to state more fully how the shoot- 
ing occurred. In response to this inquiry 
he continued. ' 

“When I shot I heard Dud cry out,‘and I 
asked him if he was shot. I toid Alf Rich- 
ardson to go for the doctor, and then staid 
there until Dud died. I wanted them, to 
a him to my house, but no one did so, so 

went home and stayed until the officer 
came and got me.”’ 

The Argument of the Case. 

With this statement the evidence was 
closed. Harvey Hill made the first speech. 
He based his remarks on section 40, para- 
graph 4802, of the penal code, which ‘says: 


‘“A person shall not be found guilty of any 
» 


crime or misdemeanor committed by mis- 
fortune or accident, and when it satisfac- 
torily appears there was no evil design, or 
intention, or culpable neglect.” 

Shepard Bryan next spoke, following up 
the argument of Mr. Hill. He held that the 
defendant was not committing an unlawful 
act, that there was no evil design and no 
neglect, and that he should not be held for 
the accident. 

S. E. Crane spoke for the.prosecution, 
making a forceful argument. He said that 
he and the father of the dead boy did not 
want the defendant bound over for mur- 
der, for they were sure that the offence did 
not come under that head, but that they 
would try to show that it was involuntary 
manslaughter, being the result of culpable 
neglect. 

The question arose as to whether an 
act done in violation of a city ordnance con- 
stituted an unlawful act as referred to in 
the quoted section of the code. Attorney 
Bryan said that he did not think that it 
did, but the judge differed with him, but 
stated that even if it were not an unlawful 
act the boy displayed negligence after he 
had been warned to put the pistol up. The 
juage said: 

“I take it that under the facts in this 
case that I ought to bind the defendant 
over. it is simply a question, in my mind, 
of the bond, and I think that it should be 
a good one. If I thought the crime murder 
I could not put him under bond, and whiie 
the warrant is for murder I will bind him 
over for involuntary manslaughter in the 
commission of an unlawful act.’’ 

The bond was fixed at $8090, and as young 
Day could not make it he was sent back to 
the Tower to await trial before the higher 
court.

Miss Hutchin- 
son has been in delicate health for some 
time and resigned under the advice of her 
physician. 

The teachers in State Street school, from 
the second to the fourth grades, were all 
promoted one grade, and Miss Davidson 
was placed in’charge of the second grade, 
This lessens the number of supernumeraries 
and it is probable that several will soon be 
placed on the list by the board.
